WASHINGTON, June 28.—Trus- 
tees of St. Peter’s Catholic Church | 
have disclosed a remarkable story of | 
how the Rev. J. M. O’Brien, 82 years | 
old, the pastor, had been fleeced out | 
of nearly $200,000. half of it his 
own and the rest belonging to the 
church, by sellers of worthless 
stocks.

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MISSILES AND AID, 
HURLED AT TAXIS 
INURE OCCUPANTS 


Passenger and Two Drivers 
Burned by Chemicals 
From Stench Bombs and 
Bottle Thrown Into Cabs. 


A passenger and severai chauf- 
feurs were injured last night by 
stench bombs and shattered glass 
from broken windows and _ wind- 
shields of Yellow and Brown taxi- 
cabs in a resumption of the sabot- 
age against cabs of this kind that 
began a year ago last Christmas 
Eve when Yellow Cab chauffeurs 
went on strike and has flared up at 
frequent intervals since. Bricks and 
large steel ballbearings were thrown 
into some of the cabs from a speed- 
ing touring car that one chauffeur 
described as a Buick, containing 
five men. The police arrested two 
chauffeurs and a chemist On sus- 
picion of having participated in last 
night's attacks. 

The first information that the cab 
wreckers were out again last night 


came at 7 o'clock when John Wright} 


of 3441 Abner place, a Brown union 
cab chauffeur, reported that a hand- 
ful of steel ballbearings were thrown 
through a closed window of his cab 
from a touring car. He escaped in- 
jury. 

Night Riders on Alert, 

Night riders of the Police De- 
partment, who have been on the 
alert for months to. break up this 
form of guerilla warfare, set forth 
to apprehend the wreckers, in many 
cases shadowing the Yellow and 
Brown cabs. 

Within an hour after the first re- 
port three additional Brown cabs 
were attacked and their windows and 
windshields broken by ball bearings 
at Tower Grove and Shaw avenues, 
Grand and Flora boulevards and on 
South King’s highway. 

At 8:45 o'clock came the first re- 
port of an attack on a Yellow cab. 
This occurred at Eighteenth and 
Chestnut streets, when someone, 
from a touring car, hurled a stench 
bomb into the cab, striking Russell 
B. Chipman, 25, a salesman of Plain- 
field, N. J., in the left eye. He was 
being taken from Union Station to 
Hotel Statler. His face and eye were 
burned by an acid from the bomb 
and after receiving medical atten- 
tion at a physician’s office he was 
taken to the hotel. 

At 9:30 o’clock, on Washington 
boulevard, near Euclid avenue, a 
bottle of red liquid, presumed to be 
an acid, was hurled through the 
windshield of a Yellow cab driven 
by James P. Smith, 32, of 3552 Pine 
street. The bottle struck him in the 
left eye. Two passengers in the cab 
escaped injury and took Smith to 
Barnes Hospital, where it was said 
there was likelihood the sight of the 
injured eye may be destroyed. His 
face also was severely burned by the 
liquid. 

A brick was hurled froma  hall- 
way in the 4000 block of Washing- 
ton boulevard at 10 o’clock through 
the windshield of a Yellow cab driv- 
en by George Johnson, 912A Pendle- 
ton avenue, who escaped injury. 

At 11 o'clock a stench bomb was 
thrown from a speeding touring car 
into a Yellow cab opera 7d by Jo- 
seph Rosenblatt, 24, .f 2830 Gamble 
street, in the 3000 block of Locust 
boulevard, striking Rosenblatt in the 
face. Acid from the missile burned 
his face and shoulders. 

Lieut. McCarthy of the Night Rid- 
ers arrested three men repairing a 
tire at 1 a. m. in an alley between 
Newstead and Taylor avenues, near 
Lindell boulevard. He said he was 
attracted to the spot by an odor, 
such as that given off by a _ stench 
bomb. Neither Rosenblatt nor Smith 
could identify the men as their a» 
sailants, but at Barnes Hospital one 
of the men was found to be suffer- 
ing from acid burns on the face and 
hands, similar to the burns suffered 
by Smith. The men, one a chemist 
and other former Yellow cab chauf- 
feurs, would make no statement and 
are being held for investigation. 

Special Police Patrol. 

Chief of Police O'Brien; when 
asked today what steps the Police 
Department was taking in an effort 
to stop the taxicab warfare. stated 
that there*are always 25 to 30 police 


officers in automobiles and on motor.

VIENNA, Austria, June 28.—Has 
Vienna any excuse for existence un- 


live? Is it necessary to balance the 
trade budget by increasing exports 
or can the deficit be offset by “in- 


tourist travel? 

In the face of confirmed pessi- 
mism from Austrian authorities, 
these questions meéet affirmative 
answers from many foreign econo- 
mists residing here. Vienna has re- 
mained a banking center for central 
Europe. The Wiener gross banken, 
as they are called, seem to be more 
feared and respected than ever in 
Bohemia, Croatia, Galicia and Tran- 
sylvania, because they still succeed 
in doing a tremendous volume of 
business in Czech and Jugosilav 
securities. S 


and business center for central 
Europe. Twice as much transit trade 
passes through ther capacious rail- 
way stations now as in prewar times. 
Merchants from the succession states 
still come here to buy, despite heroic 
attempts on the part of the Czecho- 
slovak .government to attract this 
trade to Prague, and thousands of 
foreigners like Vienna so well that 
they live here as aliens rather than 
in their home towns as natives. 


| Theré are more than 100,000 Czechs 


in the capital of Austria. 

It is customary to say that the 
little Austrian republic has been able 
to struggle through her first four 
years of tormented existence only 
by means of foreign credits, which, 
though squandered injudiciously in 
part, did nevertheless bring relief 
at moments when relief was most 
needed. 

Exception to this view is taker 
in a remarkable study on the eco- 
nomic possibilities of Austria by a 
well-known American economist re- 
siding in Vienna. To offset un- 
favorable times in the trade balance, 
payment on foreign debts, objects 
carried off by reparation com mis- 
sions and soon, he enumerates 
eight compensating items which in 
the future should go far toward 
making Austria a_ self-supporting 
state. These compensating items in 
order of their importance are enum- 
erated as follows

Services for foreigners, including 
toyrist expenditures, about 555,000,- 
000 gold crowns. 

Proceeds from Austrian. iInvest- 
ments in other countries fgom 300,- 
000,000 to 600,000,000 gold crowns. 

Immigrant remittance, about 230,- 
600,000 gold crowns. 

Transit trade through Vienna, or 
through Austria, about 200,000,000 
gold crowns. 

Profits from the sale of \dépreci- 
ating. paper to foreign imvestors, 
about 200,000,000 gold crowns. 

Charity imports, A. R. A. Red 
Cross., J. D. C., etc., about 50,090,- 
000 gold crowns. 

Among the nations advancing 
credits and loans to Austria for <aari- 
table or political purposes, the Unit- 
ed.

THE MEN WHO REFUSED. 

The commutation of the sentemces of a majority 
of the political prisoners by the President was, in 
itself. an admission of the wrongful commitment 
of the men. The order of commutation, however. 
as much as reaffirmed the guilt of the prisoners. 
The sentences were not revoked but were merely 
shortened to the length of the time already served. 
By imposing the condition that the 
abiding. loyal to the Government and refrain from 
advocating or encouraging lawlessness the Presi- 
dent assumed that the past conduct of the men kad 
heen to the contrary and reserved the right to re- 
incarcerate any of them who, in his own untram- 
meled judgment, violated the conditions of release. 

The conditions were humiliating to men 
were sincere in their claim of having committed no 
other offense than to exercise their constitutional 
rights. But acceptance meant freedom and az 
opportunity to protest their imnocence before the 
world. It was up to the individual choice of the 
prisoners to accept release with an admission of |
